New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

’The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners: or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to

whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

ON THE NEW 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law taka effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 

2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company''; or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered In the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been In ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is realk/ dealing. 

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 123(X).2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication. 

8 . QUESTION: Is a filing of the new form 
since January 1 , 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1 , to be effec¬ 
tive July 1 , 1971. 

9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalty will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 

10. QUESTION: Where are the printed forms to 
be obtained for this filing and publication pro¬ 
cedure? 

ANSWER: Free forms and service are avail¬ 
able at most newspaper offices or at any office 
of the County Clerk, or from California Newspaper 
Service Bureau, Inc., 210 South Spring Street, Los 
Angeles, California. Phone MA 5-2541. 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER; Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12 . QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when tiling Is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing _ is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information which makes a new statement differ 
frorn the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. (QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro- 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all Items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa- 
tional purposes. 

15. QUESTION; After July 1 , 1971, will aH new 
tilings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication unti December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles Counfy.J 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gam through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

Li- L Evidential proof of priority Is esta¬ 

blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under the same name Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuatlon of the 
narne and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black tace type in capital letters, spaced separately. 

17. QUESTIQN: Where can I see the new law?

County Adds New Equipment 

Chief Brown Warns Of 
Dangers of Brush Fires 


The lack of rainfall 
coiupled with a bumper crop 
of grass and brush from two 
years ago points to a poten¬ 
tially disastrous fire season, 
Sierra Madre Fire Chief 
Charles Brown warns. 

De.spite the late rains 
which fell in early May, 
much of the grass and light¬ 
er fueLs in many parts of 
the county already has dried 
and is extremely flammable, 
the chief explained. 

“The year 1970 was the 
most disastrous fire year in' 
California history,” Brown 
declared. “It followed a wet 
winter which brought tall 
grass and thick growth to 
the brush in the watershed 
areas. Despite the loss of 
nearly 100,000 acres in 1970, 
there is plenty to burn in 
the hill and mountain 
areas.” 

Brown said addition of a 
400-gallan retardant tank 
for use an the department’s 
massive 14-passenger heli¬ 
copter will give added fire 
fighting power this season 
from the County. Opening of 
Fire Station 108 in the Sier¬ 
ra Madre area will bolster 
fire fighting forces respond¬ 
ing to bru-sh fires in the 
"front country” along the 
base of the San Gabriel 
Mountains. 

Trained fire fighters from 
the department’s Camp 9 at 
l>os Pinotos fnorth of Syl- 
mar) will be flown by heli¬ 
copter to blush fires, res- 
spondi.ng along with ground 
units on first alarm. 'Ihis ex¬ 
tra manpower often moans 
the difference between a 
"big one” and a "routine” 
fire, picked up in the fir-st 
several minutes. 

"More thn.n 300 homos 
were destroyed last Septem¬ 
ber, 14 lives were lo.st and 
thousands of acres of our 


natural vegetation went up 
in polluting smoke,” said 
the chief. 

He called upon everyone 
to be extra careful in all of 
the brush covered lands. 
Parents MUST be certain 
their children do not play 
with matches and lighters 
in the dry fields. iHomeown- 
ers MUST clear the brush 
away from their houses and 
other buildings. 

The devastating Malihu 
fire of September 25th was 
started by someone dump- 
in,g trash along the Vcintura 
Freeway. In several seconds, 
this fire had erupted into 
a monumental disaster, 
which wasn’t stopped until 
it hit the coastline 9 miles

The world’s largest bank foresees a vigorous growth 
in the U.S. econom y starting next winter and lasting 
through 1972. 

“The evidence of rising confidence shows up in what 
people are doing rather than merely in what they are 
saying,” Bank of America said recently. 

"Gains in real income and savings, along with re¬ 
duced debt burdens, have given consumers increased spend¬ 
ing ability, and consumer goods spending seems headed 
for at least an 8 per cent increase this year.” 

However, the twin problems of inflation and relatively 
high unemployment will continue troublesome for the re¬ 
mainder of 1971, the bank cautions in a progress report 
on the U.S. economy. 

Bank economists forecast that the unemployment rate 
will probably hover near 6 per cent, while prices will grow 
at)out 5 per cent for the rest of 1971. The economists ex¬ 
pect the Gross National Product to increase by 7.5 per 
cent over 1970. 

The report states: 

"Current national economic policy clearly emphasizes 
stimulation of the economy in order to reduce unemploy¬ 
ment. The danger is that slow progress in reducing un¬ 
employment may precipitate unwarranted monetary ease 
(despite recent international pressure on the dollar) for 
which the nation will pay an added inflationary price in 
1972 and beyond. 

"Fisral policy should be directed more specifically to¬ 
ward helping rtxluce unemployment and decreasing its 
financial impact. 

"To assist those hurt by earlier policies to reduce 
inflation, some additional temporary federal spending on 
special manpower training programs, higher unemploy¬ 
ment compensation benefits, and some public works em¬ 
ployment should be pushed. Such special assistance pro¬ 
grams are urgently needed in California and other areas 
severely hit by cutbacks in defense and aerospace spnding.” 

Bank of America notes that contract disputes in the 
steel and coal industries pose crucial questions for the 
('(■onomy. 

"Confidence in the economy is growing and seems 
strong enough to weather a temporary setback, but the 
U.S. can ill afford the loss of momentum that prolonged 
steel and coal strikes would cause.”

nation and volatile financial markets ahead, 
tenance of liquidity should remain a major financial ob¬ 
jective for both businesses and individuals. 

"The availability of money should pose few problems 
for the average business for the rest of 1971, but as we 
move into 1972, those business firms that have protected 
their own liquidity will have an advantage over those 
forced to rely more on external capital markets for fi¬ 
nancing.” 

The report concludes with the comment that the bank’s 
economic forecast of last fall still holds true: that the 
economy would show strength In 1971, but in a way that 
would not provide immediate solution to the persistent 
problems of inflation and high unemployment.

Supervisors’ 
Legal Action 
Vs. Welfare 

Lpgal action to protect 
property taxpayers from 
being saddled with addi¬ 
tional welfare program costs 
was authorized recently by 
Board of Supervisors on mo¬ 
tion of Chairman Warren 
Dorn. 

Dorn pointed out that 
Gov. Reagan had vetoed the 
Legislature’s "open end” 
system of welfare funding, 
which would have the state 
pay for additional welfare 
costs. 

The supervisor said he 
supports the governor in 
welfare reform, but not at 
the expense of property 
owners. 

"Not one cent of property 
taxes should be "used to fi¬ 
nance state and federally- 
dictated welfare programs,” 
declared Dorn. 

In asking for the "friend¬ 
ly” suit against the state. 
Dorn said the action Sihould 
be in cooperation with other 
counties and the County 
.Supervisors Assn, of Cali¬ 
fornia. 

He pointed out that if the 
veto prevails, it would cost 
Los Angeles County prop¬ 
erty taxpayers at least 
million. 

“The county would face 
bankruptcy,” he added, em¬ 
phasizing that the current 
state and federally - man¬ 
dated programs — including 
welfare — comprise 95 per 
cent of tlie county budget. 

Meanwhile, Dorn a.sked 
County Depart m e n t s to 
study the feasibility of mov¬ 
ing persons over 65 from 
county facilities to licensed, 
approved private convales¬ 
cent hospitals, where it is 
reported they could be cared 
for at a savings to the 
county.

It’s Tim’s move, and he is taking a long time thinking it over. 
In chess, if you’re a good player, you don’t play quickly. If you do, 
your opponent may outwit you. 

Military strategy, they say, is based on the rules of chess. So 
are many of the “higher games’’ in business and finance. Yet, when 
it comes to life itself, the rules of chess apply in only a limited way.
